"EARTHWINDS BALLOON" 
The EARTHWINDS balloon should be airborn by the time you read this. 
Early this month is the scheduled take-off time. The pilot is Larry 


Newman KB7JGM. The other crew members are Vladimir Dzanibekov and Don 
Moses. There goal is to circumnavigate earth. 
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Takeoff will be from the Loral Airdock (home of the Goodyear 
blimps), climb to 35,000 feet and follow the jet stream around the 
world and return to the Akron area. The trip is expected to last eleven 
to twenty two days, depending on the jet stream. 


Through the efforts of Bill Brown WBSELK, Bob Rau N8IYD and Judd 
Nichols (a new Technician licensee), an Amateur Radio beacon will 
transmit digitized voice. Bill Brown has his own voice on a chip with a 
vocabulary of 19 words, enough for the balloon’s global positioning 
system to transmit "KB7JGM EARTHWINDS" and then read out the balloon’s 
latitude, longitude and speed in knots. 


_ The beacon will be heard on 28.303 at 15 and 45 minutes past the 
hour, with additional transmissions possible at 30 and SS minutes, 
power supply permitting. : 


28.303 is the school net frequency at 12 noon EST Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Many schools will follow the flight using materials provided 
by the ESPN cable TV network. Hams are encouraged to share this flight 
with schools in their area by aiding in beacon reception. ESPN will 
cover the launch live and plans nightly reports during the flight.

Congressional Representatives on your behalf. This personal contact is 
very important to the process and only you can make it happen. As of 
December Sth, neither Howard Metzenbaum nor John Glenn has signed on as 
co-sponsors of the Bill.

POSTAL PROBLEMS IN FORMER REPUBLIC OF USSR - From NT2X 
Current postal situation in Russia and other. republics is "B A D". 


For Amateurs, it means one thing - your letters and QSL cards are 
being destroyed along the way. Massive. mail pilfering by customs. and 
postal employees along the route is common. Dishonest postal employees, 
skilled in determining “which letters contain. valuable enclosures, 
remove them to supplement their incomes. Finding $10.00 is equal to a 
month worth of good wages. 


Once again we are faced with the question ~ how to get QSL cards 
out of russia and other republics.-Here are afew suggestions given ta 
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me by my friends over there: 


By all means, avoid flashy envelopes and stamps. Make your letter 
appear as plain as possible - use metered mail instead of stamps, 
forget airmail. Use plain opaque envelopes instead. Any callsign on the 
outside ig a dead giveaway - your or addressees. Write your mame and 
address by hand. Don’t mention ‘radio* or ’club’. Seal your envelopes 
with synthetic glue which withstands heating or steam. Do mot rely on 
the envelope glue to do the job, postal thieves are very skillful in 
Opening envelopes without leaving traces. This makes their job 
difficult if not impossible and they may leave your mail. alone. 


Use scotch tape to seal seams, after the letter is sealed with 
glue. Be generous with the tape around the seams, edges on the back of 
the envelope. Only addressee’s address goes on the frant of the 
envelope, in the upper right side. Leave the lower right side unfilled 
(that's where senders’ address normally goes). Do not send currency, 
use IRCs instead. Your enclosures are best secured by another opaque 
envelope inside. Use a smaller size and do not fold the inside envelope 
as it will immediately bring unwanted attention.
